!• This senoraadus reviews action taken to date 
and recommends future action pertaining to the acquisi- 
tion of subject services by tbe Agency, 

?. lev lew of tbe Bon Jones Hew Service, which 
has been offered to tbe Agency for subscription, 
indicates that it is oriented primarily towards the 
requirements of brokerage firsts awl large banks. This 
service reports little useful foreign economic inf or- 
nation not now received by tbe Agency. Acquisition of 
this service is therefore not recommended. A letter 
to this effect is attached, for your signature, addressed 
to Mr. Paul A, Don loo, of Dow Jones * Co. The offer 
t© lease this service to tbe Agency was made by Mr. Don In 
through you on 12 April. 

3. Evaluation of tbe AP-Dow Jones Economic Report, 
a service which specialises in foreign and international 
economic reporting, is very favorable. OBJl believes 
that it would be advantageous substantively to acquire 
this service if it can be obtained on reasonable terms. 

7ou may be cognizant of a report that although net yet 
available for subscription in the US, this service is 
provided gratis to the Federal Reserve Board and possibly 
to the Treasury and the Export#* Import Bask. According 

to this early report, A P is said to be opposed to releasing 
the service to CIA. 25X1 A 

4. An inquiry by 

initiated at the reqaes^oj^JRR^iadicatei^tha^sotee of 
this Information is inaccurate. The three agencies 
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aaieed a»ove do sot now receive the service , Treasury 
Is interested, however, and informs HH^that it 25X1 A 
has learned fro® Mr. Harold Brewer, Mas tern Sales 
Representative of AP, that the service has recently 
been leised to the Chase Manhattan Bank la Mew York 
and that at least one other Hew York Bank is planning 
to subscribe . The eeanaereial rate has been reported 
as $i0,)00 per year for a primary installation, $6,000 
for additional installations to the sane subscriber, and 

$1,000 for each extra pr latent. Treasury is said to 

be planning to negotiate to receive the service and 
will rejjort future developments.

5. On the basis of this information CKS reeosmends 
that action to acquire the 6P*Dov Jones Seosovilc Report 
for the Agency be deferred for the tine being. In our 
Judgnenit it is advisable to permit Treasury and perhaps 
other agencies to »ake the initial effort and establish 
the precedents for tie supply of the service to the 
government. It is preposed, therefore, that the subject 
be placed in tewporary suspense in the expectation that 
the service way become available la the foreseeable 
future on a routine basis and at a reasonable charge.
